Washington. May 28. — The 
I nited States House of Represen¬ 
tatives to-day passed the Hawley 
tariff bill and sent It to the Senate. 
The vole on final passage was 2U4 
to 147. 

Providing Increases In Import levies 
on hundreds of agricultural and manu¬ 
factured commodities and for a re¬ 
organization of the Tariff Commlsalon. 
the bill will be referred to the Senate 
finance committee, which plans to 
hold extensive hearings before report¬ 
ing It to the Senate. With leaders 
talking of an^all-summer recess, it ap¬ 
pears doubtful whether the bill will 
be taken up In the Senate for several 
months. I 

The bill revises, mostly upward, rates 
In every dutiable section of the ex¬ 
isting Fordney-McCumber lavv, which 
1 Is designed to supplant. 

Every man. woman and child In the 
United States and nearly every other 
nation In the world will be affected 
by th^ economic changes proposed by 
the measure in the seven-year-old Re¬ 
publican protective tariff structure.

Vancouver. May 28.—Vancouver’s 
^ grain storage facilities are Increasing 
. rapidly. 

I With a contract awrarded yesterday * 
for construction of l.ODO.OOO bushels 
additional storage at the house of the 
Midland-Pacific Terminal Limited at 
‘ North Vancouver and work was com- 
’ menced that day. 

\ To-day 2,160,000 bushels were added 

■ to the port's capacity when the Alberta 
Wheat Pool board of directors at Cal- 

: gary awarded the contract for an ad¬ 
dition to Pool Elevator No. 1. at the 
north end of Casslar Street at the Sec¬ 
ond Narrows Bridge, to the Carter- 
Hells-Aldlnger Company Limited at a 
price of approximately 6015,000. 

" The addition of 2,160.000 bushels to 
‘ Pool Elevator No. 1 will give the pool 
> a total storge of 5.250.000 bushels In Its 
' own houses and 1.500.000 bushels In 
’ the house leased from the Vancouver 
Harbor Board. When completed Pool 
No 1 will be the largest terminal on 
the Pacific Coast. 

These additions to the present cap- 
actlty will bring the total storage faci¬ 
lities of the port to more than t4.000v- 
[ 000 bushels. The Harbor Board plans 
to add some 7.600.000 bushels storage 
I to Its own houses here, elevators 1. 2 
and 3.

Edmonton, May 28—After a search! 
for Thomas Mund by the Alberta pro¬ 
vincial police for nearly nine years fol¬ 
lowing the murder of two children at 
Manola. near Westlock, the skeleton of 
: the man was found yesterday 100 yards 
from Shoe Lake, a mile and a quarter 
north of bla home. 

It was on June 3. 1930, that the 
bodies of Sylvia Macdonald, fifteen, 
and her brother Andrew, ten. were 
found under a coat owned by Mund. 
Mund dlsappeaied at the time and 
while the police scoured the country 
no trace of him was found untU yes¬ 
terday's discovery. 

Thomas Lockhardt, a farmer of the 
Manola district, ran across the skele¬ 
ton. which shows a bole over the right 
temple made presumably by a bullet. 
Lying nearby was a .38 revolver with 
one spent bullet shell and two live 
ones. 

Doctors Crawfm'd and Watt viewed 
the bones and both were satisfied they 
were those of Thomss Mund.

tions (hat the election campaign in Great Britain 
would be enlivened by an eleventh-hour sensation, it 
looks as if the electors will go to the polls on Thurs¬ 
day with nothing more in their minds than they 
already have absorbed. 

It has been an interesting battle of words. Some 
of them have been bitter, but many of the verbal 
barbs have been blunted by gqod humor. It can 
hardly be said with truth that the Government Party 
has conducted a campaign as if it really desired to 
remain in office. At the outset, Mr. Baldwin made 
it clear that he and his supporters for the most part 
would rely upon their achievements since 1924. It 
has been described as a “safely first** appeal. The 
Prime Minister has publicly stated on numerous oc¬ 
casions that he does not believe the people of Britain 
are in the mood to change their Government, either 
for an experiment with the policies which Labor is 
advocating, or in the hope that the promises which Mr. 
Lloyd George has been making will come true. In¬ 
fluential elements in the Conservative Party, however, 
including a number of newspapers friendly to the 
Government, are not at all sure that Mr. Baldwin 
has correctly estimated the temper of the electorate, 
lliey have hinted that the public nowadays demands 
something more than a “lel-well-enough-alone** policy, 
that it is more likely to be attracted cither to 
L,abor or Liberalism because both these parties have 
given it something to think about. 

Mr. Lloyd George early took the unemployment 
problem for his principal campaign text, with the 
question of disarmament and peace serving as a means 
of attacking the Government for what he considers 
its failure to accomplish what the people desire in 
these matters. The Liberal leader has promised, if 
given a chance, to restore employment conditions to 
somewhere near normal within twelve months. His 
plan is a great public works programme at an enor¬ 
mous cost. It has the support of parly chieftains 
of the more conservative type of Lord Grey and 
Sir John Simon, while the experts who assisted Mr. 
Lloyd George to draw up these propos als are m en 
of outstanding'ability in the economic aiffl*flfWRriaI 
realm. It is only natural that both Conservative and 
Labor parlies have no faith in them. Their cam¬ 
paign posters depict the Welshman blowing bubbles— 
*Thcy’re lovely till they burst!’* Equally sceptical 
of the nationalization plans of the Labor Party are 
both Liberals and Conservatives, although in the 
matter of disarmament and foreign policy there is little 
to choose between the formula proposed by Mr. Lloyd 
George and Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. In regard 
to unemplojrment, incidentally, there are approxi¬ 
mately 30,000 more persons idle now than there were 
at this time last year, a factor which may or may 
not swing .support to the Liberals. 

There is a good deal of speculation about the 
newly-enfranchised young women. Indications are. 
and it is not a little surprising, that they are more 
interested in disarmament and a prudent foreign 
policy than they are in unemployment and domestic 
and gencr^il economic questions. All this adds to the 
uncertainty of the outcome. At this distance, how¬ 
ever. the Government would appear to have the best 
chance of returning the largest number of members. 
It will be helped materially by 444 three-cornered and 
a large number of four<omered fights. Many Con¬ 
servatives will ride to victory on a minority vole.

THE SILK INDUSTRY 


Ottawa, May 38.—The Federal Oov- 
ernment collected In Income and busi¬ 
ness profits taxes 9'#43,128.163 from 
the time the tax was first Imposed In 


T he silk industry of Canada, 

an activity whose development belongs almost 
entirely to the post-war period, continues its ex¬ 
pansion in a yet more remarkable manner. At the 
end or 1927 the capital invested in the industry stood 
at $22,327,818, which was more than double the 
amount in 1926, $10,019,519, due to two new 
plants establishing. During the year. 467 employees 
were added, to make a total of 2,890. and their 
Wages and salaries went up by $354,971 to a total 
of $2,339,971. The cost of materials utilized in 
the industry rose from $3,472,965 to $4,016,631. 
and ihe gross value of production from $8,507,153 
to $9,570,917. This is substantially the greatest 
production the industry has ever recorded, an almost 
unbroken rise featuring its progress Compared with 
the year 1917 there is an increase for the ten years 
of over 900 per ceiil. in capitalization and over 300 
per cent, in the value of production. 

There are in all fourteen plants engaged in the 
industry, nine of which are located in Quebec and 
five in Ontario, one having been added in each 
province in the course of the year. Quebec’s capital¬ 
ization at $16,255,544 was substantially greater than 
that of Ontario at $6,072,274. The general ten¬ 
dency towards concentration in industrial enterprises 
is also evident in this industry, there being three plants 
capitalized at over $1,000,000 and five between 
$500,000 and $1,000,000, while two have pro¬ 
ductions of over $1,000,000 and four between 
$500,000 and $1,000,000. The average capital 
investment per factory increased from $834,960 in 
11926 to $1,594,844 in 1927. owing to the increase 
of two in the number of plants reporting, while the 
average production per plant declined from $708,930 
to $683,637, owing to tl|^ fact that these two new 
plants were not operating during the year. There 
is, therefore, every indication that the production of 
the industry was substantially augmented in 1928 
and will continue to increase in 1929 as the new 
establishments come into fuller operation. 

The silk industry furnishes another example of 
an industry built up and developing on extraneous 
raw material through which Canada is endeavoring 
to achieve an independence of imported manufactures. 
The success the activity is accomplishing in going 
further to meet home consumption is evidenced in its

E. Tanner of Saanich. R. 8. Twining j 
of Gordon Head and W. J. Manson of 
Mission undertook formation of a 
limited liability company, to be known 
as Berry Processers Limited, and the 
Government agreed to advance to the i 
concern, through the Industrial De-1 
partment. funds for sugar, barrels and | 
other containers, the advances to be a i 
first charge on the assets of the com¬ 
pany. 

Processing stations will be estab¬ 
lished at Victoria, New Westminster 
and Hatzte, and the fruit handled will 
be subject to close Federal and Pro¬ 
vincial inflection in the field and In 
course of treatment In the factories. 
Approximately 1.000 tons of berries 
will be handled this year by the three 
plants, the Government was informed.

Sewsrd, Alaska, May 28—The 
fact that almost everyone aboard 
was awake and dressed when the 
liner Aleutian struck a rock In 
I'yak Bay. off Kodiak Island. Sun¬ 
day morning prevented a great toss 
of lile In the accident, survivors 
and rescuers agreed tq-day. 

Provided with clothing and blankets, 
the crew of the Aleutian were south¬ 
bound to-day aboard the steamahlp 
Admiral Evans. The passengers had 
been taken to their destinations on 
Kodiak Island or Seward. 

Captain R. R. Lukena of the rescue 
ship Surveyor termed the escape of the 
passengers and crew from the doomed 
vessel “the most efficient act of life¬ 
saving at sea X ever beard of.” 
l^lAN LOST LIFE 

Only one life was lost, that of Man¬ 
ual Dorraa, a ship’s Janitor, who re¬ 
turned to the ship from a lifeboat to 
rescue a “lucky" horseshoe. 

The crash occurred at 6 29 a.m. as 
the Aleutian was steaming up Uyak' 
Bay to put cannery workers ashore. ^ 
The crew was busy handling cargo, th^ 
ship’s officers had changed watch 
only a half hour previously and most 
of the passengers were awake and, 
dressed, many ot them preparing toi 
disembark at Uganlk, a few miles 
away. 

PASSENGERS WARNED 
Those who were in their berths were 
hurled to the deck as the steamer 
struck the bidden rock. Barefooted 
stewards ran to all staterooms to get 
the passengers out. The vessel lurched 
quickly and by the time the passengers 
were on deck was listing about 45 de-i 
grees to port, making it Impossible to 
stand erect on deck. Many slid to the 
scuppers, then climbed over the rail 
into lifeboats. 

At least a dozen Jumped Into the 
water. 

Almost perfetl calm prevailed 
amung the crew and pai^sengers.

Freight loading Is also 
at an exceptionally high ratio for this 
time of the year. All of which points 
to continued prosperity of the coun¬ 
try. In addition to this, the fact that 
the more Important stocks are selling 
considerably lower than they were a 
few months ago. leads us to believe 
that there Is sufficient reason for an¬ 
ticipating a recovery In the market. 
The losses on some stocks are really 
striking. For example. Chrysler Is 66 
points below the high. Montgomery 
Ward la 46 below. United States Steel 
Is 86 down. Bethlehem Steel 30, Bald-i 
win Locomotive 45. and so on. While 
some stocks have Indeed sold 100 high, 
end their subetentlally lower levels 
do not make them bargains as yet. 
the majority have reached sound 
levels and are now obuinable on a 
reasonable ratio to tbelr yield . Earn¬ 
ings, and prospects for the recovery, 
however, will be very slow, snd to a' 
certain extent painfully checked by 
Intermediate reactions . There Is still I 
Democeles' sword, In the form of the I 
discount rate, overhanging the market. I 
The month-end requirements are also! 
expected to be exceptionally heavy. I 
which will bring rising call rates this! 
v/eek. AU this points to caution, and' 
We advise a'ttchlng one's margin' 
closely before entering Into new com¬ 
mitments. Those able to buy. how¬ 
ever. can be confident that they are 
buying stocks nearer the bottom than 
ever before. 

Commonwealth Power has acted in 
an excellent manner throughout the 
reaction and displayed unusual 
strength on Saturday. The issue was 
practically the only one of the list 
that moved rapidly upward. Although 
the current price may appear high, 
the possibilities of Commonwealth 
Power have not been fully discounted. 
A new gigantic utility organization Is 
now In the process of formation, and 
Commonwealth Power will become 
one of the most Important holders of 
this compsny. To a certain extent, 
the position of Cemmonwealth Power 
Is similar to that of the American 
Super-Power. The latter compsny. 
through Us Interests In the United 
Corporation has bean able to give Us 
stockholders valuable rights, which 
has resulted In a strong advance in 
Super-Powers’ stock. Commonwealth 
Power, although in a apeculatlve po¬ 
sition. Is still attractive, and we 
recommend purchases. 

Erie was under pressure for two dis¬ 
tinct reasons. One was the general 
structure of the market, which caused 
quite a liquidation, and the other was 
the announced change In management. 
Neither reason justifies this movement. 
In our opinion, any weak market 
should be utilized for bujring rather 
than for selling. The change In the 
presidency of the road Is in no way 
detrimental to the company. The new 
management has been co-operating 
with the former president in restor¬ 
ing the road. They know all the Ins 
and outs of Erie and should be able 
to Improve lu position. While the 
former president Is out of the com¬ 
pany. we do not believe that his asso¬ 
ciation with the road has been severed. 
Erie Is a part of the Van Bwerlngen 
organization, and all those associated 
with this organization will have super¬ 
vision over Erie, either directly or In¬ 
directly. We believe that the present 
reaction offers a good opportunity for 
an accumulation of this stock. 

Norfolk and Western la one of the 
most conservatively-priced issues on 
the board and shows a considerable 
I appreciation in value the moment 
pressure Is lifted from the market. 

I Norfolk Is one of tpe largest bene- 
I flciaries of the recent O’FaUon de- 
. cislon. and should long increase Its 
dividend rate. The road la controlled 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad which. 
In itself, will b^ interested In receiv¬ 
ing a higher return on lU investment. 
Now that the recaptiu-e possibilities 
are remote, we believe that the high 
type roada with large earnings will 
show the largest gains in the near 
future. Norfolk and Western can 
easily sell 60 or 80 points higher and 
would not be overvalued at that. Its 
earning power can also be Increased, 
and the road should experience no 
difficulty In maintaining a $13 or 
even a $16 rate.

"Banking institutions wUl be prinei- 
pal buyers of stocks this morning for 
two reaaona, first, because there will 
undoubtedly be a aubstantlal amount 
of stock for sale at the market as a 
resxUt of yesterday’s decline and sec¬ 
ond because as a result of the degree 
to which public confidence baa been 
shaken by the fight between Federal 
Reserve and the banking fraternity, 
numberless issues hsve been carried 
down to points where le are not only 
cheap but at bargain leeele. In ad¬ 
dition, Industrial stocks as a group are 
down to a point at which they have 
been taken In all kinds of quantltlM 
on Your previous occasions this year. 
The break has been quite large in in¬ 
dustrial stocks, a break which has 
caused recessions but nothing which 
can be described as a break In the 
rails, utilities and oUs.

Almost all of tbe fifteen passengers 
end thirty-five crew members were 
safely placed in lifeboats which were 
picked up shortly after the sinking by 
th.i steamer Surveyor of tbe United 
Slates survey service. The Surveyor 
was expected to arrive here last night. 
A few persons who jumped Into the 
water were picked up by small boats. 

BADLY DAM^\OCD 

Tbe Aleutian •sank in mid-channel 
at tbe south end of Amook Island after 
striking an uncharted and submerged 
rock. It was so badly damaged that 
It filled rapidly and slid off the rock 
into water more than 200 feet deep. 
Efficient work ‘T>y officers and the crew 
In launching llfeboate prevented a 
great loss of life. 

The bad list hampered work, but 
boats were filled and launched with¬ 
out confusion. As the Aleutian sank 
U threw its stem high into the air. 

Air pressure within the ship caused 
towels, clothing and other articles to 


be shot through port holes with great 
force. 

All those who had jumped Into the 
water were picked up by small boats 
and some pssseogers were tsken by s 
Rss boat to the cannery at Larsen Bay, 
from where the disaster was broadcast., 
Tbb Surveyor was at anchor at Zachar 
Bay and rushed to the ecene of the 
sinking. It met the cannery tender 
Raven towing lifeboats and took the 
survivors aboard. Medical attention 
was given to tbe Injured. 

NARROW ESCAPE

DINING-ROOM 

The dining salon when completed will 
be a magnificent room. Tbe walls are 
covered with moulded woodwork of 
osh and French walnut. Large, elon¬ 
gated square oolumna are decorated on 
the lour sides with modem French 
geometrical designs. Two of the walls
